IT is given out autlioritatircly that 


WASHINGTON, May 8.—It is noticea- 


ble to-day that while very many Ke- 
publican members of the House enter- 
tain the opinion that the President will 
sign the Democratic caucus bill forbid- 
ding llie President to use troops to 
preserve pence at the polls, there is but 
onu opinion among the Republican 
Senators on the subject, which is that 
tlic measure will be vetoed. 
So far as 


can be ascertained by a careful inquiry, 
there is not a Republican Senator who 
believes that the President willapprove 
of the bill. 
A stalwart Senator said 


to-day that if there was any doubt in 
the President's mind as to what course 
lie ought to pursue, he thought it would 
be removed by the debate in the Senate 
to-day, when the Republicans expect to 
show conclusively that the bill now 
pending is more outrageous than the 
one which was vetoed. 


At the meeting of the United States 


District Court of the Western District 
of Virginia, Judge Rives announced to 
the Grand Jury that there would be no 
more indictments of State Judges for 
declining to select colored men as jurors, 
until after the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the case 
brought to its attention by the State 
authorities 
of 
Virginia. 
He said, 


however, that he confidently expected 
the Supreme Court would sustain his 
interpretation of the law. 


The advocates of the Eight-hour law 


met with a disastrous defeat in the 
House to-day. Jlr. Goode's bill to en- 
force the observance of the Kight-hour 
law came up as unfinished business as 
soon as the journal was read, and was 
warmly debated for one hour. 
Messrs. 


Goodc, Kelley, Cox and Robinson spoke 
in favor of it, and Messrs. McMillcn 
and Tillman against it. 
At the con- 


clusion of the debate, 
Mr. Cannon 


moved to lay the bill and the amend- 
ment on the table, which was carried 
by a vote of 103 tu 52. 
The House re- 


fused to order the yeas and nays on the 
prooosition, but Mr. Cox succeeded in 
getting them on a motion to lay the mo- 
tion to reconsider on the table. 
The 


vote was not essentially different from 
the preceding one. 
This action of the 


House effectually kills the eight-hour 
system. 


The Senate discussed, duting the 


whole of the morning hour, the bill to 
appoint Sprnille Braden an ensign in 
the 
navy without reaching a vote. 


Brsden is the young man who refused 
to accept a commission in the British 
service, because to do so he would be 
obliged to renounce his allegiance to 
his own country. 


The bill forbidding the presence of 


troops at elections was then taken up, 
Mr. Morgan opening the debate in a 
long and weak speech. 


Senator Edmunds, who will make the 


principal speech in opposition to the 
bill, hys prepared himself very fully.

About 
the middle of December, 1863, I made 
the acquaintance of Dr. Luke P. Black- 
burn ; I was introduced to him by the 
Rev. Stuart Robcson. *

asked ma if I wanted to serve the Con- 
federacy. *

He took me up 


stairs to a private room, and pledged 
his word a? a Free Mason, and offered 
me his hand in friendship that he never 
would deceive me. * * * Ho said 
he would give me a chance to get more 
'glory and fame than General Lee, and 
be of more assistance to the Confeder- 
ate government than if I took a hun- 
dred thousand soldiers to General Lee's 
assistance. 
I pledged my word that I 


would go. He then told me that he 
wanted me to take a certain quantity 
of clothing * * to the United State?, 
and dispose of it at auction. 
I was to 


take it to Washington, Norfolk, and- as 
far into the army as I could go, where 
the Federal Government had the most 
troops, and when the weather was the 
hottest. 
He did not care how much I 


got for the clothing, but he wanted me 
to dispose of it as soon as possible, and 
come away. lie told me I should have 
$100,000 for my services. * * * The 
letter (handed to him some moments 
afterward) instructed me to proceed 
from Montreal to Halifax, to meet Dr. 
Blackburn. It was dated "Havana." 1 
went.

Washington with the trunk?).

Blackburn asked me, by way of caution, 
if I had ha8 the yellow fever, and on 
my saying " No," he said, " You must 
have a prevcntative against catching it. 
You must get some camphor and chew 
it while you arc handling these things, 
and get some strong cigars—the strong- 
est you can get. and be sure to keep 
gloves on while handling these clothes." 


When I arrived in this city (Wash- 


ington) I turned over five of the trunks 
to Messrs. W. L. Wall & Co., and four 
of them to a man by the name of My- 
ers, a sutler in either General Sigel's or 
General Weitzel's division. 


Dr. Blackburn stated that his object 


in having these goods disposed of in 
this way MVTS to destroy tJir armirs and 
anybody they came in contact with. All 
these goods, he told me, had birn. care- 
fully infected with yellow fever and other 
contagious diseases. 
The goods which 


were in the valise, which were intended 
for President Lincoln, had been infect- 
ed with both yellow fever and small- 
pox.
